Mental Exam 


A federal court judge has scheduled a 


hearing to determine the mental com- 
petency of Dr. James Middleton to stand 
trial on charges of illegal possession and 
manfacture of destructive devices. 


The hearing was scheduled for Feb 1 


by Judge James B. Parsons, following a 
motion requesting the hearing filed by 
Farrell Griffin, assistant U.S attorney. 


Dr Middleton, who has offices at 969 S. 


Elmhurst Rd., Des Plaines, has already 
been tried on the federal charges. When 
the bench Impended in late December 
Judge Parsons said he would take all the 
evidence into consideration and announce 
his verdict at a later date That verdict 
was expected to be announced today, but 
now will be withheld pending the out- 
come of the competency hearing. 


Griffin said the government decided to 


raise the competency issue because state 
prosecutors raised the subject in regard 
to the doctor's trial on state charges. 


After a two-day hearing a state jury 


said Jan. 4 the doctor is competent to 
stand trial on charges of deviate sexual 
assault and aggravated battery. In that 
hearing the state attempted to prove the 
doctor was not fully capable of under- 
standing the charges against him or of 
assisting in his own defense A court-ap- 
pointed psychiatrist described the doctor 
as a "paranoid schizophrenic" and said 
he was out of touch with reality and suf- 
fered delusions of persecution. 


Gnffin said yesterday he has not yet 


determined if the government will try to 
prove the doctor 
competent or in- 


competent. "We have no position on that 
yet," Griffin said "We just feel we have 
to raise the question before the trial is 
concluded "

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OK New Suspension Policy 


A new student suspension policy has 


,been passed in High School Dist. 214 to 
conform to legislation passed last fall. 


The legislation requires a school board 


or an officer appointed by a board to re- 
view a discipline case before a student 
can be suspended or expelled 
from 


school. In the past, a student could be 
suspended from school without a hearing 
up to seven days or to the closest board 
meeting, Only cases of expulsion had to 
be heard by the school board. 


The new district policy conforms to 


•Atty. Allyn Franke's interpretation of the 
new law. According to Franke the law 
only requires the board to grant the par- 
ent of a suspended student a hearing if 
he requests it. Every suspension case 
does not have to have a board review. 


The new policy was approved by a five 


to two board vote. The dissenting votes, 
cast by Richard Bachhuber and Richard 
S t a m m , 
reflect 
the general dis- 


satisfaction of educators with the new 
law. Stamm proposed that the board ask 
the government to contribute funds to- 
ward the hiring of a board hearing offi- 
cer. He opposed passing any suspension 
policy until the government grants the 
district aid for implementation of the 
new law. 


BACH11UBER pointed out that the new 


law may be shortlived. Currently a coop- 
erative of high school districts in the sub- 
urban area, ED-RED, is formulating a 
new suspension policy that will be pro- 
posed to the legislature. Other board 
jnembers agreed with Bachhuber's con- 
tention but said they wanted to have a 
policy during the interim. 


The new district policy calls for notify- 


ing the parent or guardian of a sus- 
pended student by phone and mail. The 
written statement will tell the parents 
they may request an informal discussion 
or a formal hearing on the suspension. 


ff the parents request a formal hear- 


ing, an officer appointed by the board 
will review the case and hear evidence.

the proceedings, but not a recommenda- 
tion, to the board. The board will take 
whatever action it finds appropriate. If 


the board declares a suspension void, tfie 
student's record will be cleared of all 
references to the suspension. 


Urge More Education Funds 


The 1970s "will witness a lowering of 


the quantity and quality of education at 
all levels of education" unless the federal 
government comes up with substantial 
funds, the National Education Associ- 
ation (NEA) predicts. 


The association points out that state 


and local resources "have been stretched 
to the point where taxpayers are resist- 
ing .in increase in local and state tax 
levies for education." 


With many school districts across the 


n a t i o n in unprecedented financial 
trouble, NEA's list of legislative aims for 
the 1970's gives top billing to public 
school financing. 


Other priorities are: integration of 


schools and society, with busing of stu- 
dents where necessary to achieve in- 
tegration; enactment of a national collec- 
tive bargaining law for public employes; 
and establishment of a cabinet-level U.S. 
Department of Education. 


These legislative concerns were pre- 


sented in November to the Democratic 
Policy Council's planning group on edu- 
cation on the council's invitation. The 
committee will offer suggestions for con- 
sideration by the 1972 Democratic Plat- 
form Committee. 


A central proposition in NEA's position 


on educational finance is the belief that 
"the federal government should assume 
at least one-third of the cost of elementa- 
ry and secondary education by 1976 — 
the bicentennial year in our nation's his- 
tory," the association's statement said. 


NEA NOTED THAT many school sys- 


tems are increasing the size of classes 
by reducing teaching staff and other per- 
sonnel. They are cutting back programs 
such as art, music, and physical educa- 
tion, and are reducing clerical services. 
Tuition in many colleges and universities 
is rising beyond the reach of low and 
middle income students, and loans and 
grants are in short supply. 


Public school desegregation throughout 


the nation must be continued and 
strengthened, the statement emphasizes. 
Whatever devices may be needed to 
achieve this goal must be used. 


Concerning the controversial busing is- 


sue, the statement says: "We feel that 
busing is necessary to get children to 
school safely where distance or condi- 
tions of travel to school so dictate. The 
positive .effects of an education in an in- 
tegrated school are worth achieving even 
F.t the expense of busing pupils reason- 
able distances." 


The possibility of "further racial and 


social isolation of children" is the main 
ground which the NEA opposes the vou- 
cher plan, a financing method calling for 
federal or state grants directly to par- 
ents who could send their children to a 
school of the family's choice. 


ON AID TO nonpublic schools, the 


NEA says it recognizes the financial 
plight of private schools, but it opposes 
direct aid to nonpublic schools and in- 
direct aid to private school pupils or par- 
ents. To use public funds for the support 
of nonpublic schools 'fwould be wrong 
both legally, in view of recent Supreme 
Court decisions, and morally, considering 
that further division of already in- 
adequate 
funds 
available 
to public 


schools would be disastrous." 


Enactment of a national collective bar- 


gaining law for public employes is 
among the top nonfiscal priorities of 
NEA. The statement points out that such 
legislation is essential for the equitable 
protection of this group since they are 
not protected by the National Labor Re- 
lations Act. 


Another major NEA goal is the estab- 


lishment of a cabinet-level U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education. "Despite its impor- 
tance for achieving all major national 
goals, education in the United States has 
no position of importance in the federal 
administrative structure," NEA empha- 
sizes. 


Time May Run Out For Company 
Favors Regional Bus Line Ownership 


• Des Plnines Mayor Herbert Behrel 
•yesterday said he would prefer that a 
•regional transit agency take over United 
!Motor Coach Co. but added that time 
Tnay run out for the bus company before 
•such an agency could be formed. 
• The city council Friday took the first 
steps in purchasing the failing bus firm 
'for the city's mass transit district by giv- 
ing preliminary approval to the transfer 
•,of $20,000 In motor fuel tax funds to the 
•transit district. 
• The money. $16,520 of which will be 
Uurned over to United Motor Coach to 
(help pay $65,000 in debts currently facing 
'the firm, can be applied at some future 
'date to the purchase price of the bus 
Company, John Hanck, United general 
^manager, told the council Friday. 
; "I think it should be a regional transit 
^district, I really do, because there's 
.'more involved than just the City of Des 
rplames," Behrel said at his weekly press 
^conference yesterday. 
; However, he told newsmen, "If time is 
yf essence" and the bus company threat- 
•ens to collapse before anything can be 
ilone on a regional basis, the city is going 
Jto have to act. 
; "The United Motor Coach Co. is going 
•to go bankrupt if we don't do something 
"about it and I think it's better to catch 
Cthem before they go bankrupt. That's my 
^opinion," Behrel said. 
; THE MAYOR SAID there are "still 
nnany loose ends" to be worked out be- 
•fore the transit district could purchase 
Tthc company. He noted that city council 
,kalso approved a feasibility study on the 
(proposal and indicated that any formal 
Action will await completion of the study. 
• Behrel said Hnnck is assuming that if 
tthe city's transit district does buy United 
IMotor Coach, an areawide mass transit 
Jagericy will be formed to take the bus 


service off the city's hands in the near 
future. 


"He also thinks that eventually, in two 


or three years, there will be a big, re- 
gional mass transit district that will take 
over the responsibilities of the Des 
Planes Mass Transit District. But there 
I think he's dreaming. I don't think he 
has any proof of this," said the mayor. 


Behrel said he is "trying to avoid if I 


possibly can" having the city's mass 
transit district saddled with a money-los- 
ing bus service while it awaits formation 
of an areawide agency. 


He added, however, that "there's a 


good chance the bus line can operate 
reasonably well under the Des Plaines 
Mass Transit District or under the city" 
because of the federal and state funds 
that are available to public transit 
agencies. 


IN ANY CASE, Behrel said, "if we do 


take over the bus company, we can't sit 
back and Jet nothing happen. We'll have 
to do something. 


The mayor said he plans to inquire into 


the progress of an areawide trans- 
portation study authorized by the North- 
west Municipal Conference that is being 
made by Harper College in Palatine. 


An area agency, which could be recom- 


mended by the Harper study, would be 
one of three alternatives that may face 
the city, he said. The others are own- 
ership of the bus line solely by the city's 
transit district and the formation of a 
Chicago-area agency to operate mass 
transit. 


Such a move, which has been urged by 


Larry Provo, president of the Chicago 
and North Western Ry., would require 
action by the state Legislature, Behrel 


said. 


At the press conference, the mayor 


also indicated he will take a dim view of 
a proposal, by United Motor Coach that it 
retain'title to its garage and headquar- 
ters property at 900 E. Northwest Hwy. 
and lease the facility to the city transit 
district after the bus line is purchased. 


Arrangements for financing purchase 


of the company are still undetermined 
and will have to be looked at in the city 
feasibility study, he said. 


At the meeting Friday, Hanck told the 


city council the company needs $25,000 
right away to help meet $65,000 in debts.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — There is se- 


cret and deep concern in some high 
places at the television networks over the 
loss of viewers for. various daytime soap 
operas, and the consternation is for two 
very good reasons: 


—Daytime video programming is an 


area of enormous profits, and has been 
traditionally, one of the. chief reasons 
being the relatively low production costs. 


—Network chieftains responsible for 


the soap operas are caught in a social 
vise: Though many contemporary, con- 
troversial problems are given detailed 
exposure in these soap operas — in a 
liberation-minded era such as the cur- 
rent one — is chiefly an antiquated one 
that, can only insult the growing number 
of intelligent, independent females. 


CBS-TV, for instance, has slipped con- 


siderably from what was once its firm 
grasp on the majority of daytime lady 
viewers, and that network built its day- 
time control on the strength, of its soap 
operas. It seems hardly a coincidence 
that CBS-TV announced Monday that 
Irna Phillips, acknowledged queen of the 
soapers — she has created more than 
anyone else around — is returning as 


head writer of the longtime serial "As 
the World Turns." She is a legendary fig- 
ure in her field, and her return obviously 
is an indication of the beefing up that 
will take place in soapers. 


Network and sponsor concern over how 


to keep soap operas up to date, and ap- 
pealing to the growing number of young 
housewives, has been developing for 
some time. As it happens, I was ap- 
proached by a major sponsor of these 
programs not too many years ago, be- 
cause of a column. I had written about 
soap operas, and was asked if I wanted 
to write soapers — a very lucrative field 
for, scripters. And it was explained to me 
at the time, by the .sponsor representa- 
tive, that there was a definite need for 
young blood in the field to help take over 
from the oldtimers. 


SO WHAT seems to be needed, if the 


ratings these days are any clue, is not so 


much contemporary content — there is 
plenty of that — but, rather, a contempo- 
rary attitude toward this current subject 
matter. As the old pop song goes, it ain't 
what you do but the way that you do it. 


"Credibility gap" is a term well known 


in other areas of television, and in poli- 
tics, but now, it is being applied to wom- 
en's programming, especially to the fic- 
tion part of it. 


And there is one other key problem 


arising from the potentially large cut in 
profits from soap operas and related 
daytime shows: As a huge moneymaker 
over the years, other areas of network 
programming could fall back on these 
funds in time of need. Now, with these 
profits threatened the networks figure to 
be even more pressed in a tight money 
market, when there have already been 
cutbacks in areas of experimentation and 
higher quality programming.

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Maryville Isn't A 'Place' - It's Their Home

"Don't call it a place, it's an acade- 


my." 


Al Kuhn was talking about Maryville 


Academy, a home in Des Plaines for 
about 400 dependent children. He moved 
there on his eleventh birthday. Today, Al 
is 18 years old and a senior at Notre 
Dame High School in Niles. 


After graduation, he hopes to attend 


college and become a physical education 
teacher, a goal he chose while serving as 
coach and referee for Maryville's ele- 
mentary school sports. 


He once had a choice — he could either 


stay at Maryville or move back home 
with his mother in Elmhurst. 


"1 said I wanted to stay at Maryville. 


The academy has really helped me out a 
lot," Al said. 


His daily schedule is hectic. Weekdays, 


he is in class at Notre Dame until l p.m. 
Then he works in the Maryville shoe 
shop, a vocational education experience 
for which he receives high school credit. 


From 3:30 to 5 p.m. six days a week, 


Al can be found in the Maryville gymna- 
sium or on the playing fields, helping 
youngsters learn paddleball, basketball, 
hockey, baseball or football. He receives 
wages from the federal Neighborhood 
Youth Corps program for his services, 
but says he works with the kids "because 
1 want to, it's great." 


DINNER IS SERVED at 5 p.m. in the 


recently remodeled high school boys' cot- 
tages, whch the boys are responsible for 
keeping clean. The hour after dinner is 
reserved for studying and then seniors 
may participate in activities such as 
movies, sports events or club projects. 


By D p.m. on weeknights, Al and his 


fellow Maryville high schoolers (110 
boys, 60 girls) are back in their cottages 
for lights out at 10:30 or 11 p.m. Junior 
and senior boys live two in a room, while 
freshman and sophomore boys number 
five or six in larger rooms. High school 
girls currently live in large rooms in 
large groups. However, new cottages are 
expected to be constructed for the girls 
by the end of this April. 


Weekends, seniors can stay out until 11 


p.m. or midnight, with permission. Buses 
arc available for trips to area high 
< 


schools, movies or ice skating rinks. 
Maryville frequently sponsors dances on 
Friday and Saturday nights. Sundays are 
free days. 


In addition to his school and sports ac- 


tivities, Al works on the Maryville year- 
book staff. For the past few summers he 
has either attended summer school or 
worked as a maintenance man at Mary- 
ville's summer camp in Wisconsin. 


During his seven and a half years at 


Maryville, Al soys he has been exposed 
to "many different people in many dif- 
ferent situations." 


From visiting his brother Mark, who 


moved to Maryville a year before Al and 
is now a senior at Maine North High 


School in Des Plaines, Al says he got to 
bnow many of .the Maryville youths be- 
fore he ever moved there. 


"I was a little homesick at first, but a 


lot of the kids really helped me out. 
When new kids come, some people really 
go out of their way to welcome them. 
Others just keep looking at them and 
asking 'Who's that?" Al explained. 


The elementary children at Maryville 


"are more spoiled nowadays" than when 
he was young, Al joked. "They can leave 
the grounds a lot more and they get to 
have dances." 


THE HIGH SCHOOL boys "stick to- 


gether," he said. Many of them -have 
grown up together at Maryville. Of the 
six Maryville seniors who attend Notre 
Dame, Al said, five are always together 
and the other one has better friends at 
the school. 


"We all have friends at tfrs school, too. 


We don't get any static from the Notre 
Dame guys about being from Maryville 
instead of from homes like theirs," Al 
said. 


"We're really no different from them. 


We're the same age and think about the 
same things and have many of the same 
problems," he said. "There are probably 
things at home they'd like to change, just 
like there are things we'd like to change 
at Maryville," Al added, 


"For example, we were allowed to 


have TV's in our rooms before our cot- 
tages were remodeled. Now we have a 
big TV room instead, so we can watch 
together," he said. 


"But just like in a home, we have a 


right to complain here. Some of the kids 
are just too lazy to open their mouths. 
They just whisper and complain in little 
groups, Some guys are just quiet, and 
some just don't care," Al added. 


Al and his brother "go our own ways" 


at Maryville, he said. "We have our own 
friends, our own activities. My brother 
goes home more, almost every weekend. 
So I see my mother when she comes to 
pick him up. They both ask me why I 
don't come home more often. I guess I'm 
just busy working here." 


Al added, "It's harder for me at home 


than here. We live a few mites from town 
and there's not much to do. Here 
there is so much to do. Here I'm getting 
a good education and my mother wants 
me to go to college. I wanted to go to a 
Catholic high school. If I'd stayed at 
home, I'd probably be a dropout now. 


"There are so many people here who 


want to be helpful. Father Fagan (the 
Rev, Arthur Fagan, director of Mary- 
ville's high school boys) is always in the 
cottages at night for us to talk to," Al 
said. 


"THERE'S A UNITY here that has 


grown because we all have something in 
common. Most of us kind of go along ... 
if we have a problem we go to a coun- 
selor or social worker or to the Fathers 
to talk about it. Sometimes they come to 
us if they can tell we have a problem. At

It Is necessary for the Aspen vacation- 


er to set his clock but once . . . in time 
to arrive at the slopes at 9 a.m. when 
chalrlifts begin their slow but dutiful 
climb up the mountainsides. 


From then on the skier is completely a 


free agent . . . motivated only by his 
whims, When ho gets hungry he cats. 
When he becomes tired he rests. The sole 
responsibility is pleasure and that is 
abundant In Aspen, Colo. 


For Midwestern skiers, a vacation in 


Aspen is like discovering the route to the 
Garden of Eden. Crowded conditions on 
Aspen slopes are lamented only by the 
natives. Chicago suburbanites, used to 
contending with icy ski conditions, five- 
minute runs and bulging lift lines, don't 
know what local people are 
talking 


about.

hilarating effect of mountains? Even 
noti'Skiers appreciate the beauty of their 
majestic surroundings. While Aspen Air- 
ways makes numerous daily trips from 
Denver to Aspen, the four to five-hour 
bus trip on a clear pleasant day cannot 
be surpassed. 


The passing scenery becomes an added 


Inducement to the trip as the mountain 
liighway winds itself through both Love- 
land and Vail Pass on its way to the 
Aspen valley. But if the weather is bad 
. . . count on an all-day tiresome ride 
with lots of stops ami snail-paced driv- 
ing. 


While the town of Aspen itself has, in 


the last five years, been vastly developed 
with rows of new condominiums, lodges 
and apartments, the flavor of its origi- 


nality, a small mountain ski spot, .has 
been fortunately retained. 


LODGES ARE KEPT small and indi- 


vidualized to provide both warm and 
f r i e n d l y s e r v i c e . Few contain 
dining facilities, but then it is less than a 
mile from any of the lodges down into 
Aspen proper where a host of restaurants 
are located, each boasting a different 
speciality. 


The daily schedule is easy to adapt to. 


The body balks only after the first day of 
skiing when unused muscles are forced 
into action. But what other kind of vaca- 
tion is both as relaxing and beneficial to 
one's physical makeup? That is ... 
if 


injuries are avoided. 


Buses from Buttermilk, Snowmass and 


Aspen Highlands, ski areas in the vicin- 
ity of Aspen, run through town every 15 
minutes picking up skiers in the morning 
and returning them late afternoon. There 
is a charge only to Snowmass. Rides to 
other ski areas are free. 


ASPEN ITSELF is located at the foot 


of Aspen Mountain, whose chairlifts are 
accessible by foot. 


It really makes no difference what 


kind of skier you happen to be ... begin- 
ner, intermediate or advanced. All areas 
have gentle slopes and more advanced 
runs to take in everyone's skiing ability. 
However, Aspen Mountain is reputedly 
the area more frequented by native and 
excellent skiers, 


Lifts close at 3:15 p.m. and often a sud- 


den snow storm will vacate the slopes 
even before. On Big Burn at Snowmass, 
elevation about 12,000 feet, it is quite pos- 
sible to ski through low clouds. Or, if you 


can catch one of the' sunny, clear days, 
you might return to the lodge with a 
Florida suntan. When it happens to rain, 
skiers don plastic garbage bags. No day 
is wasted. 


AFTER A FULL DAY of skiing many 


vacationers prefer to visit and relax a bit 
before heading out for dinner. The decor • 
in many of the restaurants is elaborate, 
but dress is always informal. 


A majority of the lodges have outdoor 


steamheated pools that aid in relieving 
sore spots. It's a sensation to swim out- 
doors in freezing temperatures. Only the 
run .to and from the pool is uncomforta- 
bly cold. 


Some lodges also keep hot wine or but- 


tered rum on tap for their guests. 


And following whatever you choose for 


dinner (you don't have to feel guilty 
about sitting down to a feast when you've 
exercised all day), it's time to stop for a 
beer in one of the many small pubs or 
nightclubs. 


If you feel like dancing, The Gallery 


and Danny's both have live rock bands. 
The Public House is small with atmos- 
phere, and everyone, after leaving the 
slopes, stops in at the Red Onion for a 
round or two. 


JUST WANT TO RELAX and day- 


dream? Stop in at The Slope. There are 
no tables 'or chairs . . . only carpeted 
floors for reclining. Soothing music and a 
' variety of ski movies make up the enter- 
tainment. 


But usually no one,-lasts too long. The 


day of skiing has had its tiring effect. 
And then there is another one to look 
forward to tomorrow. •

Yes, toys are big business, with retail 


sales estimated at about $3.5 billion. 
About $60 a year is the average yearly 
expenditure on toys for children under 
15, and more than half of all toys sold in 
the U.S. are sold in the weeks just before 
Christmas. 


But toys are also dangerous business, 


causing some 700,000 injuries annually. 
Unfortunately, that toy you buy with 
such good intentions and love may also 
burn, lacerate, wound or even elec- 
trocute. So now, while you're recovering 
from the holidays, might be a good time 
to check the toy box at your house. 


Check lor physical safety. Fortunately, 


some of the most dangerous toys have 
been taken off the market, such as an 
oven capable of heating up to 660 degrees 
Fahrenheit and the clacker balls which 
caused many eye injuries.' Others have 
been redesigned, such as'a manually op- 
erated sketch-maker which was respon- 
sible for many injuries because it had an 
easily shattered glass cover plate. Now it 
has a safe plastic shield. 
' 


But there are still hazardous toys. Pro- 


jectile missiles or toys that launch with 
rubber bands can cause -serious eye in- 
juries. Electric toys can''overheat or of- 
fer shock hazards. -It may sound safe to 
say that a toy uses "ordinary house cur- 
rent," but remember that ordinary house 
current can kill. Some authorities feel 
that if your child is old enough to play 
with, say, a toy oven, then she's prob- 
ably old enough for you to teach her how 
to use the real thing. 


Watch for hidden hazards. No brief col- 


umn can give you a complete check list, 
but remember that kids can tear up al- 
most anything, and that what's under- 
neath may well be dangerous. Sharp 
wires or spikes may be exposed once a 
piece is broken off a toy in play. Bows in 
dolls' hairdos may "be attached by sharp 
pins that can cause puncture wounds. 
Button eyes may come off and be swal- 
lowed. 
' 


Be wise: supervise. No matter how 


carefully you buy a toy, you should also 
be sure that instructions are carefully 
read and followed. This can be particu- 
larly important with something like a 
chemistry set, which will provide hours 
of happy learning experience only if your 
child is mature enough to follow direc- 
tions and use it wisely. 


Check for psychological safety. In ad- 


dition to physical dangers, many parents 
give careful consideration to the psy- 
chological aspects of toys. War toys, for 
instance, are now selling at about zero. 
Consumer groups have also campaigned 
effectively against monster toys and toys 
that seem to encourage violence. Which 
toys you buy or ban for psychological 
reasons- will depend largely on your own 
values. You may feel, for example, that 
fashion dolls are fun and help promote a 
good sense of style. On the other hand, 
you may decide that they encourage con- 
spicuous consumption as well as an im- 
age of woman's role of which you dis- 
approve. 


Non-sexist toys are of major concern 


now to all women interested in non-sexist 
child rearing. This doesn't mean that 
there's anything wrong with moving fur- 
niture around in a doll house, or dressing 
baby dolls. However, if these are the 
only toys your little girl has, she's bound 
to grow up-with limited self-expectations 
and a restricted self-image. She, too, de- 
serves some non-static toys that help her 
develop active skills and creativity. And 
even dollhouse horizons can be stretched, 
which is why feminists applaud such ef- 
forts as the recently created "Jane 
Apollo," a woman astronaut doll com: 
plete with full space gear. 


A BOOK LOOK: You'll be reading 


more about toy safety, and the various 
consumer groups working to promote it. 
Meanwhile, you might check your library 
for Edward M. Swartz's interesting book, 
"Toys That Don't Care," which offers 
considerable detail or dangers as well as 
a guide to wiser purchases. When toys, 
don't, or can't, care about your child's; 
safety, it's more important than ever 
that you do.

New Design Fun 
With McCall Transfers 


The McCall Pattern. Company has 


added some zlggy fun to sewing with the 
recent introduction of "transfer 
de- 


signs." 


All you have to do is transfer the de- 


sign (right or wrong side) from paper to 
a piece of fabric with your iron. Next you 
simply use the zigzag stitch on your sew- 
ing machine to embroider the lines in 
contrasting color thread. 


According to the McCall Company this 


is only the beginning and they suggest 
you develop any look you want by adding 
braids, ribbons, leather, string, decora- 
tive buttons, metalic threads and so on. 
The placement of the design is also left 
up to you. Or you can combine several 
designs. 


Two reminder!,: Transfer the design to 


the fabric after it has been cut so you 


can be sure of placement. Do the zigzag 
stitching before you sew up the seams of 
whatever you are working on. 


The transfer of design to fabric is done 


by running an iron over the paper. The 
transfer ink will wash out of most fab- 
rics, however, it is not guaranteed to 
work on every fabric. Always test the 
transfer on a scrap of your fabric first 
and be sure it will wash out. 


Some suggestions for using the zany 


zigzags include making a pair of towels 
with penetrating huge eyes, a bedspread 
with a huge bass fiddle down the middle, 
or a mammoth snake entwining slacks 
legs or throw pillows. 


For these and other clever transfer 


ideas see the current McCalls Pattern 
c a t a l o g at most pattern counters. 
(McCalls 3057 and 3058). 


Whip Up A Pretend Friend 


A little girl needs all the friends she 


can get — real friends and pretend 
friends, friends to play with, friends to 
stay for lunch and friends to sleep over- 
night 


How about a pretend friend to Sleep 


overnight — one who is stitched to look 
just like her small owner, and who sleeps 
m a pretend trundle bed made from a 
throw rug? It's a sew-easy fun for an 
imaginative youngster. 


The rug (of DuPont nylon) is a fluffy 


27 by '18 inches — just the right size for 
bedside use and big enough to let a 
6-year-old stretch out. Felt or a. sturdy 
cotton fabric may be used for the face 
and sheet, knitting yarn for braids or 
other hair style, button for eyes, with felt 
for 
petal-shaped background, smaller 


buttons for nose, red fabric for a heart- 
shaped mouth and cording to outline the 
sheet. 


Use a large dinner plate to trace a 


round face, then trim freehand for a pert 
little chin. Tack in place with basting 
stitches. For braids, cut yarn lengths to 
48 inches. Tie loosely at center and baste 
to head. Braid and finish with ribbons. 


Cut eyes from white felt, in petal or 


star design. Tack on lightly. Add button 
•nose and felt mouth. 


A band of felt or fabric across rug rep- 


resents turned-back fold of sheet. Cor- 
ding, though not necessary, makes a nice 
trim. 


If you select washable yarn and fabric, 


the "friend" may be left in place when 
the rug is laundered. If you choose a non- 
washable felt, sew yarn, buttons and oth- 
er felt pieces firmly to the face sections, 
so there's just the one piece to remove 
when the rug must be laundered. 


This is the sort of item that sells won- 


derfully at bazaars — pick a smaller rug 
to hold a baby friend, a larger one for a 
teenager.

Plastic Surprises 
Baked From Bags 


Here's a unique method for making 


buttons, jewelry, coasters, mosaic tiles 
and plant mats. Bake pieces of plastic 
dry cleaner's bags in various types of 
molds in 3*400 degree oven. 


For molds, use metal or oven-proof ob- 


jects such as bottle caps 
(with cork 


liners removed), jar lids and measuring 
spoons for smaller items, and cake pans 
or muffin tins for larger items. 


Printed bags, after they are baked, 


come out with a pretty, translucent, mar- 
bleized appearance. To color plain bags, 
use tempera, felt markers or crayons. 
Just be sure when you put the bag in the 
mold that all colored surfaces are folded 
toward the inside. You can draw designs 
right on the bags, or use bits of crayons 
or drops of tempera. 
( 


For other effects* sprinkle glitter light- 


ly in the bottom of the mold before filling 
with the plastic bags, or enfold the glit- 
ter in the plastic You could also place a 
piece of plastic doily in the'bottom of the 
mold, and it will become embedded in 
the plastic as it bakes. 


Before placing the plastic bags in the 


mold, grease the mold lightly with petro- 
leum jeDy or other odorless oil. You will 
need about V* of a dress-size bag for a 
pop bottle cap, and about 6 bags for an 
8" cake pan. Color the plastic and then 
fold it into a wad to fit the mold. Push 
the plastic down into the mold, getting as 
much air out as possible. If you have 
more than one piece of plastic, the pieces 
can be cut or folded and layered. 


Bake the filled molds. Since ovens 


vary, experiment. After 5 minutes, take 
out the mold and, with an unsharpened 
pencil (or handle end of a kitchen tool 
for larger items), tamp the plastic down 
again. Bake another 5 minutes. Repeat 
this process until the plastic loses its 
crinkled 
look 
and 
becomes 
almost 


smooth. Larger items will require more 
baking and tamping. 


Remove the mold from the oven and 


let the plastic cool (it will shrink 
slightly). Remove the plastic from the 
mold. If you are making buttons, insert a 
loop of wire or chain link in the plastic 
for a button shank as soon as you re- 
move the mold from the oven. To make 
holes to attach jewelry findings or back- 
ings, you may use a heated nail after the 
object is-cool. Use a sharp knife to trim 
any rough edges and wash with a mild 
detergent.

Serious Crimes 
Show Sharp Rise 
In Schaumburg 


Serious crime in the village of Schaum- 


burg rose ISO per cent In 1971 over rates 
from 1070 according to a new report just 
completed by the Schaumburg Village 
police. 


The report does not include any vari- 


able for the approximately 25 per cent 
increase in population which police offi- 
cials said should be taken into account 
when considering report. The percentage 
increase in serious crime between 1969 
and 1970 was about 55 per cent. 


Statistics show burglary and auto theft 


with the largest number of incident in- 
creases over the past year. Police said 
146 burglaries and 23 auto thefts were 
reported. 


The report shows police were able to 


clear about 20 per cent of the major 
crimes in the village last year. 


The report was presented to the village 


board last night by Schaumburg Police 
Chief Martin Conroy. Conroy had said 
earlier the figures might be somewhat 
misleading because of the large popu- 
lation increase. 


Burglaries more than doubled last 


year, jumping from 72 in 1970 to 146 in 
1071. Twenty-three auto thefts were re- 
ported in 1071. 


In the category of less serious crime, 


police statistics show about 50 per cent of 
the incidents In this group were cleared 
by police. 


Traffic 
accidents also more than 


doubled in the village. Some increase in 
incidents could be attributed to the open- 
ing of Woodfield, said Conroy. Accidents 
in the village have more than doubled 
since the opening of the shopping center 
last fall. 


The report also shows a large increase 


In the number of traffic citations given 
for overweight trucks. Sixty-five such 
tickets were issued in 1971. None had 
been Issued in the four previous years. 


Schaumburg police drove over 433,000 


miles during the past year patroling the 
village. They issued 4,745 citations for 
traffic violations and stuck more than 
1,100 tickets under the windshield wipers 
of autos illegally parked in the village. 


A report on Hoffman Estates is ex- 


pected the second week in February, 
said John O'Connell, Hoffman Estate's 
police chief.

Schaumburg 
Hoffman Police 
Near Lowest Paid

P o l i c e in Hoffman Estates and 


Schaumburg are among the lowest paid 
for suburban communities of the same 
size, according to a survey compiled by 
the Schaumburg Police Department. 


The survey, which includes reports 


from 31 suburban police departments', 
mostly in the north and northwest sub- 
urbs, compares salaries for patrolmen, 
sergeants, detectives and other police 
personnel including chiefs. 


In the survey there are seven commu- 


nities with a population between 25,000 
and 30,000. Both Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg fall into this group. The oth- 
er communities are Palatine, Elk Grove 
Village, Glenview, Northbrook and Mor- 
ton Grove. 


Palatine leads the way in the salaries 


for 
rookie patrolmen 
with 
$10,088. 


Schaumburg is fourth on the list with. 
$9,777 and Hoffman Estates ties with 
Northbrook for last at $9,400. 


Schaumburg Police Chief Martin Con- 


roy said that his men will probably be 
near iihe top of the salary chart if the 
village board approves his proposed 
budget. The starting salary would be 
$10,269. 


Hoffman Estates with 32 men and 


Schaumburg with 28 have the smallest 
police forces in the group. The commu- 
nities have the largest area to patrol, 
both with just over 23 square miles, 


IN COMPARISON, Palatine with only 


four square miles to patrol has a 40-man 
force. Morton Grove with 5.5 square 
miles, has 41 men and Glenview with 
eight square miles, has 38 men. 


Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg also 


rank the lowest of the seven in salaries 
for police chiefs. Glenview and North- 
brook are top with $19,000 while Hoffman 
Estates pays $17,500 and Schaumburg 
$17,200. 


In the area of manpower, Conroy said 


Schaumburg will add four men on Feb. 
1. This increase will bring the police 
there even with Hoffman Estates in the 
comparison. 


Both Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 


tates offer full hospitalization, clothing 
allowance and standard two-week vaca- 
tions to their men. Only Palatine and Elk 
Grove also pay the full hospitalization 
plan. Others pick up 50 per cent of the 
bill. 


ACCORDING TO the survey it takes a 


rookie patrolmen from 3-5 years to reach 
the top salary scale. For most depart- 
ments this means about a $2,000 in- 
crease. Morton Grove pays the highest 
top salary, $13,342. The other commu-

Downey Offers To Mediate In Fire District Dispute 


Hoffman Estates Mayor Frederick E. 


Downey has offered to mediate in dis- 
putes in the Hoffman Estates Fire Pro- 
tection District and added the fire dis- 
trict trustees are "not interested" in 
meeting with the village board to discuss 
a potential merger. 


He will continue to investigate advan- 


tages, problems and underlying condi- 
tions of a merger, he said, although it 
appears the matter is "out of village 
hands." 


His report came during Monday's vil- 


lage board meeting. 


But Downey urged that the fire 


trustees, a citizens committee which has 
requested village takeover of the fire dis- 
trict, unionized district employes and 
non-unionized employes meet to discuss 
their differences. The village hall would 


be available for a meeting, and he would 
be willing to chair it, said Downey. 


"I'm concerned about the hardened po- 


sitions being taken by all the different 
groups involved. They should try and sit 
down and reconcile their differences. I'm 
not trying to be Mayor Daley and solve 
everybody's problems, but if I can be of 
help I will," said Downey. 


"I JUST WONDER how anything can 


operate when there is so much ani- 
mosity. People don't talk to each other. 
In the interests of better fire protection, 
everybody ought to sit down and talk 
about it," he said later. 


At a meeting last Wednesday with 


Mark Dick, chairman, and Jack Callison, 
trustee, both of the fire district board, 
Downey said he proposed a 3-point 
agenda for a joint public meeting of the 


two boards. The village could present its 
case for merger, the fire district could 
respond either for or against merger. 
The public could then question both 
groups about any points made, he sug- 
gested. 


However, said Downey, the meeting 


will not be held because the "fire district 
trustees felt it is not fruitful at this 
time." 


Downey said he regreted the fire

Downey if he 
would promote in- 


vestigation of a takeover, and if there is 
"any reason other than legality to allow 
the fire protection district to continue." 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert replied he 


was investigating all legal angles, but 
emphasized the first concern is to work 
for a voluntary merger. An involuntary 
merger, on the part of the fire trustees, 
could be detrimental, he said, in that 
"people who are angry won't give you 
the services you want." Questions on the 
preservation of status, jobs and authority 
must be considered, said Hofert 


WHILE JIOFEBT commended the /ire 


district for its past service, he reiterated 
comments by Downey about taxes, say- 
ing the village has a broader base from 
which to tax and draw revenues. 


"If enough public concern is expressed 


to these men (the fire district trustees), 
they might reconsider and open up" for 
meetings, said Hofert, urging diplomacy. 


Hits Mental Health Group's Plans 


Establishment of Elk Grove Commu- 


nity Services as the mental health facil- 
ity for Schaumburg and Elk Grove Town- ' 
ships would be detrimental to residents 
and the Northwest'Mental Health Associ- 
ation in Arlington Heights, the Hoffman 
Estates Village Board was told Monday. 


Dr. Eugene Trager, director of the 


Northwest Mental Health Center, told 
trustees the request by the Elk Grove 
group for a federal grant is "at best, pre- 
mature. It could result in detriment toi 
the townships because it would com- 
promise services," Dr. Trager said. 


If the grant is approved, said Dr. Tra- 


ger, the Northwest center could no long- 
er serve Elk Grove or Schaumburg 
Township residents. The Elk Grove cen- 
ter-would have a no-decline option, and 
could not turn away any residents of the 


area. But even with the grant, the Elk 
Grove center would not have resources 
to provide comparable service, said Dr. 
Trager. 


It takes time to develop good services, 


and there would not be enough time for 
Elk Grove's center to do so, said Dr. 
Trager. Also, with the amount requested 
in the grant application, Elk Grove 
would be able to hire only one full-time 
psychiatrist and a few part-time persons. 
With this "they cannot possibly provide 
the range of services ... the people will 
be short changed," said Dr. Trager. 


"WE DO HAVE a broad range of ser- 


vices. If their proposal does meet with 
approval,, the lower two townships (Elk 
Grove and Schaumburg) will lose out," 
Dr. Trager added. Northwest now^ serves 
Elk Grove, Palatine, Schaumburg and

Wheeling townships. According to a 
brochure Dr. Trager provided, the North- 
west center employs 10 persons, both full 
and part time.

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Existentialist Tells Key To 'New Age' 


by TOM WELLMAN 


Rollo May, an author and existential 


therapist, told about 800 persons at Har- 
per College in Palatine Monday night 
that power, love and the use of limits 
would be three important steps to a new 
age. 


Speaking before a near-capacity crowd 


in the college center lounge, May said 
the present age is marked by the death 
of individual and "rationalism." 


Those qualities have been replaced by 


protests, rebellion, "the refusal to think" 
and desperate search for significance, 
especially among blacks, prisoners and 
women, May said. 


The alienation expressed in the age 


comes out in protests, in which May re- 
ported some of his student activist 
patients have been in better mental 
health than under "normal" conditions. 


M a y remains active as a psy- 


chotherapist while teaching at New York 
University and writing a new book. He is 
regarded as the leader of the "logothera- 
py" school of psychology, which mixes 
the traditional beliefs of Freud with the 
concepts of existentialism. 


EXISTENTIALISM IS a field of philos- 


ophy popularized by Albert Camus and 
Jean-Paul Sartre in which heavy empha- 
sis is placed upon personal commitment 
and an individual's ability to make 
choices about the direction of his life. 


"At times, war is attractive to thou- 


sands of people" as an outlet for alien- 
ation and loneliness, May said. There is 
an allure and attractiveness to it, "a lyr- 
ic moment in which a man can say, 'I 
am of significance.'" 


"Violence means a human being is try- 


ing to get significance when he can't 
achieve it in a positive, constructive 
way," May told his audience. But vio- 
lence .and warfare, according to May, 
do not have to characterize the new 
age which will eventually replace the 
present era of alienation. 


Power, -is May's first step for the new 


era, must be used constructively. Power, 
as it has been designed to serve capital- 
ism, must be replaced by cooperative 
power used for constructive purposes, 
May said. 


The second step, love, must be the "ca- 


pacity to have compassion for other hu- 
man beings." It must not be based on 
selfish exploitation or sex, but must con- 
tain a compassion which allows for all

persons, regardless of color or political 
beliefs. 


MAY'S CONCEPT of love or com- 


passion can be helpful in working with 
schizophrenia victims who feel "they no 
longer believe in the human race." The 
quality can help "welcome these people 
back to the human world," May said. 


"All creativity comes out of the accept- 


ance of limits," the third quality for the 
new age, May told his audience. Without 
limits, our society can lapse into violence 


anarchy, he said. 


In the new age, there will still be the 


excesses of violence and other anti-life 
forces, May said, but such forces can be 
held in check within our minds. The re- 
sponsibility which conies with realizing 
we must set limits can help to control 
those forces, May said. 


Following his speech, May observed he 


did not believe in the traditional family. 
The currently high divorce rate is a "vio- 
lation of life" and young people "have 
shown a better try" at marriage by ex- 
perimentation with different life styles 
(such as living together before mar- 
riage). 


Is violence a good thing? May was 


asked. "Occasionally," May answered. 
He paraphrased Algerian psychiatrist 


Frantz Fanon in stressing that violence 
was essential to the development of con- 
sciousness and integrity in the peoples of 
Africa. 


May had arrived on the Harper 


campus in the early afternoon and bad 
spoken to several groups before his eve- 
ning appearance, a part of the college's' 
Cultural Arts Series.

Wheeling, Illinois 
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Board To Seek Appraisal 
Of Hillcrest Slough Area 


The Prospect Heights Park District 


Board of Commissioners voted to seek an 
appraisal of the Hillcrest Slough after 45 
area residents appeared at the board's 
meeting Monday to recommend pre- 
serving the slough as a wildlife park. 


The delegation wassthe largest group 


to appear at a Prospect Heights Park 
District meeting on any issue, Ron 
Creenbwg, park director, said. 


Greenberg said if the district bought 


the property south of Willow Road and 
east of Elmhurst Road, the tract would 
basically be left In its natural state as a 
wetland park. 


He said dead trees and debris would 


be cleaned up and possibly nature trails 
and a shelter would be built. 


PARK COMMISSIONER Max Lyle 


said at the meeting he contacted the real 
estate agent handling the property after 
a "for sale" sign was posted and was 
told the price of the land was $100,000. 


Mrs. Mavis Hamilton, real estate agent 


at Krtieger The Real Estate People, the 
firm handling the property, said devel- 
opment plans include some dredging and 
filling to build 13 or 14 homes. 


She said there are no plans to destroy 


the lake, and the land is not being con- 
sidered for apartment buildings. 


The homes that would be built on the 


site would have to be expensive because 
of the cost involved'In filling in the land,, 
which in turn would enhance the value of 
the surrounding area, Mrs. Hamilton 
said. 


"If a permit cannot be obtained from 


Cook County to build the homes, the land 
would be sold as acreage which would 
sell for less than land to be developed," 


she said. 


She said there have been several in- 


quiries about the land since the sign was 
posted on Dec. 31, including quite a few 
calls from neighbors of the tract. 


SHE SAID, however, she was dis- 


appointed to find that the $100 sign -was 
torn down four days after it was posted 
on the property. 


Park Commissioner 
William Kuhns 


said at the meeting that the slough was 
in the park district's master plan. 


"We are very interested in seeing the 


slough become part of the park district 
in the near future," Kuhns said. 


A request for rezoning the slough as a 


landfill was dismissed by the Cook Coun- 
ty Zoning Board of Appeals in September 
1969. 


II. C. HAUVER, owner of the land, had 


requested permission to dump fill in the 
slough as a preliminary step to building 
on the land which is zoned for large, 
single-family homes. 


Atty. John Haas said in the meantime 


the owner failed to pay taxes on the land, 
and the park district had hoped to buy 
the property for back taxes. 


"However the owner has corrected the 


tax deficiency and has full title-to the 
land," Haas said. 


Greenberg said the park district may 


be able to get help through federal fund- 
ing to buy the slough. 


"The federal government can pay up 


to 50 per cent of the acquisition cost," he 
said. "But the park district can't get fed- 
eral funding if it initiates action to get 
the land, such as condemnation proceed- 
ings, before the federal funds are ap- 
proved." 


Don't Realize Education's Value 
Teacher's Problem: Getting 
Parents Interested In Kids 


MRS. MARUJA CODDINGTON

When Mrs. Maruja Coddington talks 


about the educational problems facing 
Mexican-American children, she knows 
what she's talking about. 
.• 


For the last five years, she has worked 


with the Head Start program in Wheel- 
ing, and this fall began teaching a spe- 
cial language and mathematics program 
for Mexican-American students at Nath- 
aniel Hawthorne School in Wheeling. 


A native of Ecuador, Mrs. Coddington 


says her knowledge of Spanish is helpful 
in dealing with the students and their 
parents. 


HER HUSBAND is a member of the 


board of the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows, and as a result 
of her work with the Head Start pro- 
gram, Mrs. Coddington knows many of 
the parents of her students. 


She sees her work at Hawthorne as 


"building up the student's self image," 
and at the same time helping the chil- 
dren overcome language barriers. 


However Mrs. Coddington said the big- 


gest problem is not language difficulties, 
but "getting the parents to show an in- 
terest" in their children's school work. 


She said some parents do realize the 


value of education while others do not. 


"The ideal situation is to get 100 per 


cent cooperation from the parents," she 
said. 


According to Mrs. Coddington, 
a 


child's attitudes are learned at home. "If 


we could get the parents to become 
aware of their role at home it would be 
terrific," she said. 


MRS. 
CODDINGTON also pointed out 


many parents do not realize that if a 
child's "physical needs" are neglected, it 
will affect that child's performance at 
school. 


She described the physical needs as 


enough sleep, a good breakfast before 
school and time to study at night. 


Her classes at Hawthorne are about 30 


minutes and consist of about six students 
in each class. The students are grouped 
according to age and ability. 


During class, the emphasis is on word 


identification, and learning to read sen- 
tences through the use of flash cards and 
other teaching aids. 


Mrs. Coddington estimated about a 


quarter of the school's students are of 
Mexican-American descent, but the num- 
ber is reduced during the winter because 
many families move back to the South- 
west for the winter. 


"Family mobility is another problem," 


she said. 


But despite the cultural influences of 


the north, "family life and ties continue 
to be just as strong," Mrs. Coddington 
noted.

sary to maintain the present level of op- 
eration, letters have been sent to individ- 
uals and organizations within the cen- 
ter's service area appealing for con- 
tributions. 


Miss Stanley said certain church and 


women's groups have also made com- 
mittments to conduct fund raising proj- 
ects. 


Another Hike for Hunger is also being 


planned this year. Instead of joining the 
Walther League, Miss Stanley said the 
center hopes to hold an independent hike 
so the center will receive all of the funds 
earned. 


"Our objective is to break the cycle of 


poverty 
through activities and pro-

Construction of 106 apartment, town- 


house and condominium buildings was 
begun in Wheeling in 1971. 


By comparison there were only two 


multiple-family buildings built in 1970 
and only one such building begun in 1969, 


That's what a year-end report by vil- 


lage Director of Building and Zoning Wil- 
liam Bieber revealed to the village board 
this week. 


Bieber's report showed a total building 


permit figure of $15,753,508 for the year.' 
Of that, $14,146,192 represented the value 
of new buildings and $1,607,316 was for 
remodeling and additions to residential, 
commercial and industrial buildings al- 
ready existing. 


The $15 million figure is a staggering 


one in comparison to total building per- 
mit figures of just over $3 million in 1970 
and just under $3 million in 1969. 


The boom is also reflected in fees re- 


ceived by the village building depart- 


ment with fees totalling $94,878 paid to 
the village compared to $25,184 in 1970 
and $20,400 in 1969. 


The total boom bst year included 22 


single-family homes, 31 garages, 106 mul- 
tiple-family buildings, three commercial 
buildings and seven industrial buildings.

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Board: Consultant 
Needed For Fire 
Protection Plan 


Buffalo Grove trustees have agreed 


that a professional consultant is needed 
to untangle the maze of problems sur- 
rounding fire protection in the village, 
which at times has become an emotional 
and political Issue. 


However, the trustees think that the 


study should best be undertaken when 
the village's master plan is closer to 
being finished. That, will be in April. 


After hearing a presentation from Al- 


bin Sella of the National Loss Control 
Service, at Monday's workshop meeting, 
Village Pres. Gary Armstrong told him, 
"I think we all (the trustees) feel it's 
needed." 


"I think it's a matter of timing rather 


than yes or no," he added. 


Albin offered to do a study of the pre- 


sent fire protection in the entire village 


Work On Master 
Plan 3 Weeks 
Behind Schedule 


Work on Buffalo Grove's master plan 


is about three weeks behind schedule, ac- 
cording to a representative of the con- 
sulting firm doing the work on $17,700 
project. 


However, Robert Gorssman, of Associ- 


ated Planners of Highland Park, told vil- 
lage trustees at Monday night's work- 
shop meeting that the "first slug of infor- 
mation" should be available to the 
trustees by the middle of the month. The 
firm was hired Sept. 22. 


Grossman blamed "a number of things 


that were simply beyond our control," in 
giving the first public report on the prog- 
ress of the plan Monday night. 


HE SAID THE Christmas holidays in- 


terfered with work schedules and "we 
were finding difficulty in getting a high 
level of professional services to our of- 
fice," 


Grossman said another firm preparing 


village maps for the planning firm had 
problems in printing the maps because of 
reproduction difficulties. 


The maps should be ready by Thurs- 


day, and according to Grossman, "we 
can start interpreting data, using back- 
ground information and land use stud- 
ies." 


When the maps are complete there will 


be "a number of useful things we can go 
into." Grossman said. 


In addition to formulating a master 


plan for village development, the firm 
will also make recommendations for 
changing the existing zoning ordinances. 


Grossman termed the present village 


zoning ordinances "repetitive and redun- 
dant," adding, "We don't like your zon- 
ing ordinances." 


"The (zoning) ordinance ought to re- 


flect the master plan and is the tool to 
put the objectives of the master plan into 
effect," Grossman pointed out. 


and make recommendations on how to 
improve it. The cost of the study was 
estimated at $6,240, 


The part of the village north of Check- 


er Road is served by the Long Grove 
Rural Fire Protection District and the 
rest of the village is covered by the Buf- 
falo Grove Fire Department Inc. under a 
contract for fire services with the Wheel- 
ing Rural Fire Prtection District. 


CITIZENS IN the Lake County part of 


the village feel that the Buffalo Grove 
Department should respond to ambu- 
lance calls in Lake County even though 
that area is not in the Buffalo Grove dis- 
trict. 


During his 20-minute presentation Sella 


outlined what he called "potential prob- 
lems" with the present fire protection 
setup. 


He said response time, the distance 


from the station, multiple department 
coverage, and communications are all 
potential problems inherent in the exist- 
ing arrangement. 


Sella, who has done work for a number 


of fire departments, including the Chi- 
cago Fire Department, told the trustees 
"there are so many things that have to 
be taken into consideration, it's impos- 
sible to know which way is the best to 
go," without a detailed study of the prob- 
lem. 


However, he did suggest three alterna- 


tives to the problem. They are: to form a 
municipal department run by the village, 
combine a municipal department with a 
volunteer department, or refine the exist- 
ing set up. 


HE SAID THAT to form a paid, munici- 


pal department would be very expensive 
and pointed out that the salary of fire- 
men in Chicago is about $13,000 plus 
benefits. 


"Let's be very honest," Sella said, 


"Buffalo Grove is going to have to de- 
pend on volunteer firemen for some time 
to come." 


Two other studies of fire protection 


have been made by citizens and trustees, 
but the board feels that a professional 
detailed study is needed before a deci- 
sion can be made. 


The study will be taken into consid- 


eration during budget hearings for the 
village budget for fiscal 1972.

Youth Services Bureau 1 Step Closer 


The Youth Services Bureau planned for 


Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Prospect 
Heights youngsters is one step closer to 
becoming a reality. 


The bureau — which would include a 


teen center, home for the Omnihouse 
Hotline, and offices for the TORCH Men- 
tal Health Clinic — has been endorsed by 
a subcommittee of the Illinois Law En- 
forcement Commission. 


Richard Stanowski, head of the pro- 


posed bureau, explained that the sub- 
committee recommendation would be 
considered by the entire commission at a 
Jan. 28 meeting of the ILEC. 


Stanowski said he was notified Monday 


that the subcommittee had given the lo- 
cal proposal a "very positive" endorse- 
ment and had recommended that the 
ILEC give the full $120,000 grant that the 
three local groups have requested. 


The groups — HELP, Inc., TORCH, 


and the Wheeling Youth Commission — 
are combining their efforts on the project. 
which will include services for all local 
youngsters as well as special counseling 
for delinquent youths. 


At the Wheeling Village Board meeting 


Monday, Village President Ted C. Scan- 
Ion announced that Help representatives 
had indicated to him that Wheeling was 
assured of receiving the $120,000 grant 


and that all that remained was approval 
at an ILEC meeting. 


BUT STANOWSKI said yesterday that 


Scanlon's comments would be "jumping 
the gun" on the ILEC. 


While he admitted that "99 out of 100" 


projects recommended by the subcom- 
mittee are approved by the commission 
as a whole, he also pointed out that the 
commission could very well cut the allo- 
cation or decide against the Youth Ser- 
vices Bureau funding altogether. 


Stanowski explained that one commis- 


sion member could scuttle the whole pro- 
gram if he objected long enough or said 
the money should be used in the ghettos 


of Chicago instead of in a suburban area. 


Stanowski also said that the local 


groups are already considering a site for 
the proposed center. He said it would be 
a 2,400-square foot building in a business 
area away from homes. 


But he declined to reveal the location. 
He said the program proposed to the 


ILEC called for the bureau to equally 
split its services between preventing d<^> 
linquency by giving youths a place to go 
and treating youths who have already 
gotten into trouble. 


"We are shooting for the HELP hotline 


to be housed there, the mental health 
clinic to have space there and for a teen 
center in the building," Stanowski said. 


Find Family That Had Mexican Girl 
Immigration Office Won't Prosecute 


Police have located the family that 


brought Cecilia Delgado to Wheeling 
from Mexico, but federal authorities 
have decided not to press 
charges 


against the famiy. 


Cecilia, 15, was found in a Wheeling 


home last week after leaving the family. 
The girl, who speaks only Spanish, said 
she had been mistreated. 


Police Chief M. 0. Horcher said that 


Cecilia was at first reluctant but even- 
tually identified the family. Since no 
state crime was involved, 
Horcher 


turned the information over to immigra- 
tion authorities. 


R o b e r t Germaine, chief of in- 


vestigations for the Chicago immigration 
office, said that he decided "it would be 
in the best interests of the girl" not to 
prosecute the family. 


Germaine said, "This appeared to be 


an isolated case and we thought it was 
best to get the girl back to her parents 
as quickly as possible." 


The Wheeling family could have been 


charged with bringing the girl into the 
United States illegally, Germaine said, 


but then Cecilia would have been re- 
quired to stay in this country to testify at 
the trail. 


INSTEAD, IMMIGRATION authorities 


paid her plane fare to Mexico and Ger- 
maine said they would bill the Wheeling 
family for the flight. The girl left last 
weekend. 


Horcher said that the family at first 


denied knowing the girl but then admit- 
ted they had brought her back to Wheel- 
ing after a trip to Mexico. They told po- 
lice they wanted to help the girl's family 
in Mexico. 


Authorities refused to identify the fam- 


ily because no charges were filed, but 
Horcher said they live in Wheeling about 
2V2 miles from the home where Cecilia 
was found. 


Members of the Dan Johnson family 


found Cecilia asleep on a couch in their 
home at 779 Dennis, last Wednesday. She 
apparently had found the door of the 
home unlocked. 


Later police learned through an inter- 


preter that the girl had allegedly been 
mistreated and had decided to try to 
make her way back to Mexico.

Of Hillcrest Slough Area

The Prospect Heights Park District 


Board of Commissioners voted to seek an 
appraisal of the Hillcrest Slough after 45 
area residents appeared at the board's 
meeting Monday to recommend pre- 
serving the slough as a wildlife park. 


The delegation was the largest group 


to appear at a Prospect Heights Park 
District meeting on any issue, Ron 
Creenberg, park director, said. 


Greenberg said if the district bought 


the property south of Willow Road and 
east of Elmhurst Road, the tract would 
basically be left In its natural state as a 
wetland park. 


He said dead trees and debris would 


be cleaned up and possibly nature trails 
and a shelter would be built, 


PARK COMMISSIONER Max Lyle 


said r.t the meeting he contacted the real 
estate agent handling the property after 
a "for sale" sign was posted and was 
told the price of the land was $100,000. 


Mrs. Mavis Hamilton, real estate agent 


at Krueger The Heal Estate People, the 
firm handling the property, said devel- 
opment plans include some dredging and 
filling to build 13 or 14 homes. 


She said there are no plans to destroy 


the lake, and the land is not being con- 
sidered for apartment buildings. 


The homes that would be built on the 


site would have to be expensive because 
of the cost involved in filling in the land, 
which in turn would enhance the value of 
the surrounding area, Mrs. Hamilton 
said. 


"If a permit cannot be obtained from 


Cook County to build the homes, the land 
would be sold as acreage which would 
sell for less than land to be developed," 


she said. 


She said there have been several in- 


quiries about the land since the sign was 
posted on Dec, 31, including quite a few 
calls from neighbors of the tract. 


SHE SAID, however, she was dis- 


appointed to find that the $100 sign was 
torn down four days after it was posted 
on the property. 


Park Commissioner William Kuhns 


said at the meeting that the slough was 
in the park district's master plan. 


"We are very interested in seeing the 


slough become part of the park district 
in the near future," Kuhns said. 


A request for rezoning the slough as a 


landfill was dismissed by the Cook Coun- 
ty Zoning Board of Appeals in September 
1969. 


H. C, HAUVER, owner of the land, had 


requested permission to dump fill in the 
slough as a preliminary step to building 
on the land which is zoned for large, 
single-family homes. 


Atty, John Haas said in the meantime 


the owner failed to pay taxes on the land, 
and the park district had hoped to buy 
the property for back taxes. 


"However the owner has corrected the 


tax deficiency and has full title to the 
land," Haas said. 


Greenberg said the park district may 


be able to get help through federal fund- 
ing to buy the slough. 
' 


"The federal government-can pay up 


to 50 per cent of the acquisition cost," he 
said. "But the park district can't get fed- 
eral funding if it initiates action to get 
the land, such as condemnation proceed- 
ings, before the federal funds are ap- 
proved." 


Don't Realize Education's Value 
Teacher's Problem: Getting 
Parents Interested In Kids

When Mrs. Maruja Coddington talks 


about the educational problems facing 
Mexican-American children, she knows 
what she's talking about. 
.. For the last five years, she has worked 
' with the Head Start program in Wheel- 


ing, and this fall began teaching a spe- 
cial language and mathematics program 
for Mexican-American students at Nath- 
aniel Hawthorne School in Wheeling.' 


A native of Ecuador, Mrs. Coddington 


says her knowledge of Spanish is helpful 
in dealing with the students > and their 
parents. 


HER HUSBAND is a member of the 


board of the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows, and as a result 
of her work with the Head Start pro- 
gram, Mrs. Coddington knows many of 
the parents of her students. 


She sees her work at Hawthorne as 


"building up the student's self image," 
and at the same time helping the.chil- 
dren overcome language barriers. 


However Mrs. Coddington said the big- 


gest problem is not language difficulties, 
but "getting the parents to show an in- 
terest" in their children's school work. 


She said some parents do realize the 


value of education while others do not. 


"The ideal situation is to get 100 per 


cent cooperation from the parents," she 
said. 


According to Mrs. Coddington, a 


, child's attitudes are learned at home. "H 


we could get the parents to become 
aware of their role at home it would be 
terrific," she said. 


MRS. CODDINGTON also pointed out 


many parents do not realize that if a 
child's "physical needs" are neglected, it 
will affect that child's performance at 
school. 


She'described the physical needs as 


enough sleep, a good breakfast before 
school and time to study at night. 


Her classes at Hawthorne are about 30 


minutes and consist of about six students 
in each class. The students are grouped 
according to age and ability. 


During class, the emphasis is on word 


identification, and learning to read sen- 
tences through the use of flash cards and 
other teaching aids. 


Mrs. Coddington estimated about a 


quarter of the school's students are of 
Mexican-American descent, but the num- 
ber is reduced during the winter because 
many families move back to the South- 
west for the winter. 


"Family mobility is another problem," 


she said. 


But despite the cultural influences of 


the north, "family life and ties continue 
to be just as strong," Mrs. Coddington 
noted.

Local contributions of $40,000 are being

That's what a year-end report by vil- 


lage Director of Building and Zoning Wil- 
liam Bieber revealed to the village board 
this week. 


Bieber's report showed a total building 


permit figure of $15,753,508 for the year. 
Of that, $14,146,192 represented the value 
of new buildings and $1,607,316 was for 
remodeling and additions to residential, 
commercial and industrial buildings al- 
ready existing. 


The $15 million figure is a staggering 


one in comparison to total building per- 
mit figures of just over $3 million in 1970 
and just under $3 million in 1969. 


The boom is also reflected in fees re- 


ceived by the village building depart- 


ment with fees totalling $94,878 paid to 
the village compared to $25,184 in 1970 
and $20,400 in 1969. 


The total boom last year included 22 


single-family homes, 31 garages, 106 mul- 
tiple-family buildings, three commercial 
buildings and seven industrial buildings.

Braun said, explaining the village's ac- 
quisition of a snorkel made space some- 
what tight for fire equipment. He said he 
expected a new bay would be installed at 
the Colfax station to house at least anoth- 
er truck. 


No additions have been made on the 


fire station since its opening and dedica-

Development of Baybrook Apartments 


south of Palatine Road and east of 
Rohlwing got a boost from the Palatine 
Village Board Monday when the engineer- 
ing plans for the. complex were formally 
approved. 


With the approval of the engineering 


plans, building plans for the 35-acre site 
can now be submitted and a permit is- 
sued for actual construction if everything 
is in accordance with village regulations. 


The plans for Baybrook, which will in- 


clude six, six-story Y-shaped buildings, 
will provide 534 units. The complex has 
been valued at $15 million. 


A provision in Monday's approval of 


the engineering plans requires the de- 
velopers of Baybrook, Ben Pekin. Corp., 
improve (and widen the east half of 
Minafred Drive which runs north and 
south adjacent to the west side of their 
property. 


Because of poor soil conditions, Min- 


afred may not have to be improved the 
full potential length of the road, Villas 
Mgr. Berton Braun said, although Pekin 
will be expected to make the improve- 
ments "on that, part of the road the vil- 
lage deems necessary." 


Robert Murry, a consulting engineer 


for Baybrook, told the village board he 
estimated the additional cost for a full 
improvement of the east half of Minafred 
for 700 feet would be about $10,000. 


"There's more development moving in 


that direction,-' Braun told the board, ex- 
plaining a hew proposal has been 
brought before the plan commission for 
apartments west of Baybrook. 


"WE SHOUU> have some commitment 


from Baybrook for improvement of the 
east half of .the road," he said. "If we 
don't get it, we will be left with no al- 
ternative but a special assessment to fi- 
nance it;" 


Developers of Baybrook had originally 


been told they would not have to improve 
Minafred, merely dedicate it to the vil- 
lage for possible future use. 


Other road improvements planned in 


the project are extension of Kenilworth 
and Glencoe west from the apartments 
towards Rohlwing to provide better ac- 
cess to the complex. 


The roads primarily will be for the 


1,500 plus residents in the complex. Ac- 
cording to original plans, each of the six 
buildings will house 17 one-bedroom 
apartments, 54 two-bedroom units and a 
deluxe apartment with 1,400 square feet 
of space. 


Garage facilities for 356 cars will be 


provided in addition to 801 outdoor park- 
ing spaces. 


Storm water detention planned for 


Baybrook will meet all Metropolitan San- 
itary District regulations. Because the 
MSD has recently initiated stricter de- 
tention requirements, the amount of 
space reserved for storm water at Bay- 
brook should be more than sufficient, 
Braun said. He expects no flooding prob- 
lems in the area because of the apart- 
ments.

A joint library-church effort to provide 


books for Spanish-speaking people in the 
Palatine area is in the final stages of 
preparation and soon to be initiated.

available to Spanish-speaking people in 
their own language and at their own 
church. 


It is designed "to bring the books to

ABOUT 122 BOOKS, for both adults 


and children, will be given to'the church, 
a Roman Catholic parish for Spanish- 
speaking people at 35 W. Wood St. 


Sister Rosita, who said the church is 


"very, very grateful" for the library 
books, added that she believed "our 
people will be very happy, too." 


No date has been set as yet for the 


beginning of the program. Thirty-seeven 
of the books, all paperbacks which are 
being permabound, have not yet been 
processed, but are expected to be avail- 
able within 60 days. 


The church will be open from 10 a.m. 


to 10 p.m. Saturdays and from 6 a.m. to 
5 p.m. Sundays for browsing and check- 
out. 


Adults will be able to keep books for 


three weeks and children for two weeks 
with a free library card issued at the 
church. 


Sister Rosita selected the titles for the 


books, which are mostly fiction. Mrs. 
Mehn indicated that the library is willing 
to expand the collection if sufficient in- 
terest is shown. 


THE BOOOKS COST the library $200 


plus binding fees. 


The program with the church is the

OK Open Burning With Limitations 


The Illinois Pollution Control Board 


has agreed to allow some open burning 
to be resumed — with a series of limita- 
tions — in a forest preserve near Wheel- 
ing. 


However, the board said the open burn- 


ing must stop by July 1 and that the 
Cook County Forest Preserve District 
must decide by March 1 on a different 
method of handing diseased trees. 


The forest preserve district bums dis- 


eased trees from Chicago, 36 suburbs 
and 50 private firms in the burning site 
northeast of Wheeling. 


Residents of Wheeling and Northbook 


who live near the site have complained^ 
about smoke from open burning. 


Forest preserve officials had said that 


the diseased trees must be destroyed, 
and they asked the pollution control 
board to allow them to continue the open 
burning until July. ~ 


The state Environmental Protection 


A g e n c y ordered the open burning 
stopped last September, saying that it 
violated a new state law. 


IN AN OPINION handed down at a 


hearing in Rockford last Thursday, Jhe 
board agreed to the forest preserve dis- 
trict's request for a variance from the 
law, but said that the district must take 
steps to reduce pollution in the mean- 
time. 


The district has installed an "air cur- 


tain destructor," a pollution reducing in- 
cinerator, and hopes to begin using it to- 
morrow to burn trees at the site. 


The pollution control! board ordered 


the district to burn as'many of the trees 
as possible in the new device and said 
that only excess trees could be burned in 
the open. It also told forest preserve offi- 
cials to burn as many trees as possible 
at a second site, located in south subur- 
ban Palos Hills. 


The district was told to continue its 


practice of burning in the open only 
when the wind is not likely to blow the 
smoke toward nearby homes. 


Forest preserve officials must give the 


board monthly reports on the operations 
of the burning site and they must inform 
the board of then: progress toward re- 
ducing pollution. The monthly reports • 
are to be submitted beginning Feb. 1. 


UNDER THE POLLUTION control or- 


der, no fires 'may be started before 9 
a.m. each Monday and all fires must be 
extinguished by 6 p.m. each Friday. 


Forest preserve officials have talked 


about getting additional air curtain de- 
structors for the site by July 1, but asked 
for the permission to resume open burn- 
ing until the first device could be tested 
and others ordered. 


In its order the pollution control board 


said that the district must find some 
method of reducing pollution, but did not 
require additional air curtain destruc- 
tors. The board said that "chipping" the 
' trees would be acceptable. 


Private arborists and the Village of 


Mount Prospect had joined with the dis- 


trict in asking that the board allow a re- 
sumption of some open burning. The Vil- 
lage of Wheeling and owners of home* 
near the site had opposed the district's 
request.

INSTEAD, IMMIGRATION authorities 


paid her plane fare to Mexico and Ger- 
maine said they would bill the Wheeling 
family for the night, The girl left last 
weekend. 


Horcher said that the family at first 


denied knowing the girl but then admit- 
ted they had brought her back to Wheel- 
ing after a trip to Mexico. They told po- 
lice they wanted to help the girl's family 
in Mexico. 


Authorities refused to identify the fam- 


ily because no charges were filed, but 
Horchcr said they live in Wheeling about 
2'/2 miles from the home where Cecilia 
was found. 


Members of the Dan Johnson family 


found Cecilia asleep on a couch in their 
home at 779 Dennis, last Wednesday. She 
apparently had found the door of the 
home unlocked. 


Later police learned through an inter- 


preter that the girl had allegedly been 
mistreated and had decided to try to 
make her way back to Mexico. 


Church Gets Books For Spanish-Speaking 
Library Brings Books To People 


A joint library-church effort to-provide 


books for Spanish-speaking people in the 
Palatine area is in the final stages of 
preparation and soon to be initiated. 


Through the trial program,'believed to 


be the first of its kind in the Northwest 
suburbs, more than 100 books will be 
available to Spanish-speaking people in 
their own language and at their own 
church. 


It is designed "to bring the books to 


where the people are," said Mrs. Alma 
Mehn, acting co-director of the Palatine 
Public Library. 


"We have found that Spanish-speaking 


people are rather hesitant about going 
into an institution in another culture," 
she said.-"We at the. library have a re- 
sponsibility to reach people where they 
are and if they're not -easily drawn to the 
library building itself, • we'll bring the 
books'to them." 


There are an estimated 1,500 Spanish- 


speaking people in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, according to Sister Rosita of Santa 
Teresita Church in Palatine, where the 
library books will be kept. 


ABOUT 122 BOOKS, for both adults 


and children, will be given to the church, 
a Roman Catholic parish for Spanish- 
speaking people at 35 W. Wood St. 


Sister Rosita, who said the church is 


"very, very 'grateful" for the library 
books, added that she believed "our 
people will be very happy, too." 


No date has been set as yet for the 


beginning of the program. Thirty-seeven 
of the books, all paperbacks which are 
being permabound, have not yet been 
processed, but are expected to be avail- 
able within 60 days. 


The church will be open from 10 a.m. 


to 10 p.m. Saturdays and from 6 a.m. to 
5 p.m. Sundays for browsing and check- 
out. 


Adults will be able to keep books for 


three weeks and children for two weeks 
with a free library card issued at the 
church. 


Sister Rosita selected the titles for the 


books, which are mostly fiction. Mrs. 
Mehn indicated that the library is willing 
to expand the collection if sufficient in- 
terest is shown. 


THE BOOOKS COST the library $200 


plus binding fees. 
'The program with the church is the 
second "outreach" operation of the Pala- 
tine library. Each week for the past two 
years, a staff member has been bringing 
books to patients at Plum Grove Nursing 
Home Inc. and St. Joseph's Home for the 
Elderly, both in Palatine.

has some 2,000 Spanish books, mainly for 
adults, and gives free library cards to 
Spanish-speaking people. 


The Des Plaines Public Library car- 


ries some 100 juvenile books and about 50 
adults books in Spanish. 


In addition to its new program, the 


Palatine library shows Spanish films 
once a month on Saturdays. 


OK Open Burning With Limitations 


The Illinois Pollution Control Board 


has, agreed to allow some open .burning 
to be resumed — with a series of limita- 
tions — in a forest preserve near Wheel- 
ing. - 


However, the board said the open burn- 


ing must stop by July 1 and that the 
Cook County Forest Preserve District 
must decide by March 1 on a different 
method of handing'diseased trees. 


The forest preserve district burns dis- 


eased trees from Chicago, 36 suburbs 
and 50 private firms in the burning site 
northeast of Wheeling. 


Residents of Wheeling and Northbook 


'who live near the site have complained 
about smoke from open burning. 


Forest preserve officials had said that 


the diseased trees must be destroyed, 
and they asked the pollution control 
board to allow them to continue the open 
burning until July. 


The state Environmental Protection 


A g e n c y ordered the open burning 
, stopped last September, saying that it 
violated a new state law. 


IN AN OPINION handed down at a 


hearing in Rockford last Thursday, the 
board agreed to the forest preserve dis- 
trict's request for a variance from the 
law, .but said that the district must take 
steps to reduce pollution in the mean- 
time. 


The district has installed an "air cur- 


tain destructor," a pollution reducing in- 
cinerator, and hopes to begin using it to- 
morrow to burn trees at the site. 


The pollution controll board ordered 


the district to burn as many of the trees 
as possible in the new device and said 
that only excess trees could be burned in 
the open. It also told forest preserve offi- 
cials to burn as many trees as possible 
at a second site, located in south subur- 
ban Palos Hills. 
. The district was told to continue it's 
practice of burning in the open only 
when the wind is not likely to blow the 
smoke toward nearby homes. 


Forest preserve officials must give the 


board monthly reports on the operations 
of the burning site and they must inform 
the board of their progress toward re- 
ducing' pollution. The monthly reports 
-are to be submitted beginning Feb. 1. 


UNDER THE. POLLUTION control or- 


der, no fires may be started before 9 
a.m. each Monday and all fires must be 
extinguished by 6 p.m. each Friday. 


Forest preserve officials have talked 


about getting additional air curtain de- 
structors for the site by July 1, but asked 
for the permission to Tesume open burn- 
ing until the first device could be tested 
and others ordered. 


In its order the pollution control board 


said that the district must find some 
method of reducing pollution, but did not 
require additional ah- curtain destruc- 
tors. The board said that "chipping" the 
trees would be acceptable. 


Private arborists and the Village of 


" Mount Prospect had joined with the dis- 


trict in asking that the board allow a re- 
sumption of some open burning. The Vil- 
lage of Wheeling and owners of homes 
near the site had opposed the "district's 
request.

Board To Seek Appraisal 
Of Hillcrest Slough Area 


The Prospect Heights Park District 


Board of Commissioners voted to seek an 
appraisal of the Hillcrest Slough after 45 
area residents appeared at the board's 
meeting Monday to recommend pre- 
serving the slough as a wildlife park. 


The delegation was the largest group 


to appear at a Prospect Heights Park 
District meeting on any issue, Ron 
Greenberg. park director, said. 


Greenberg said if the district bought 


the property south of Willow Road and 
cast of Elmhurst Road, the tract would 
basically be left In Its natural state as a 
wetland park. 


He said dead trees and debris would 


be cleaned up and possibly nature trails 
and a shelter would be built. 


PARK COMMISSIONER Max Lyle 


said at the meeting he contacted the real 
estate agent handling the property after 
a "for sale" sign was posted and was 
told the price of the land was $100,000. 


Mrs, Mavis Hamilton, real estate agent 


at Krtieger The Real Estate People, the 
firm handling the property, said devel- 
opment plans Include some dredging and 
filling to build 13 or 14 homes. 


She «aid there are no plans to destroy 


the lake, and the land is not being con- 
fcd»rcd for apartment buildings. 


The homes that would be built on the 


site would have to be expensive because 
of the cost involved in filling in the land, 
wMch in turn would enhance the value of 
ttte surrounding area, Mrs. Hamilton 
said. 


"If a permit cannot be obtained from 


Cook County to build the homes, the land 
would be sold as acreage which would 
sell for less than land to be developed," 


she said. 


She said there have been several in- 


quiries about the land since the sign was 
posted on Dec. 31, including quite a few 
calls from neighbors of the tract. 


SHE SAID, however, she was dis- 


appointed to find that the $100 sign was 
torn down four day's after it was posted 
on the property. 


Park Commissioner William Kuhns 


said at the meeting that the slough was 
in the park district's master plan. 


"We are very interested in seeing the 


slough become part of the park district 
in the near future," Kuhns said. 


A request for rezoning the slough as a 


landfill was dismissed by the Cook Coun- 
ty Zoning Board of Appeals in September 
1969. 


II. C. HAUVER, owner of the land, had 


requested permission to dump fill in the 
slough as a preliminary step to building 
on the land which is zoned for large, 
single-family homes. 


Atty. John Haas said in the meantime 


the owner failed to pay taxes on the land, 
and the park district had hoped to buy 
the property for back taxes. 


"However the owner has corrected the 


tax deficiency and has full title to the 
land," Haas said. 


Greenberg said the park district may 


be able to get help through federal fund- 
ing to buy the slough. 


"The federal government can pay up 


to 50 per cent of the acquisition cost," he 
said. "But the park district can't get fed- 
eral funding if it initiates action to get 
the land, such as condemnation proceed- 
ings, before the federal funds are ap- 
proved." 


tectural commission. 


"They should be members of any com-

mission, spoke in favor of the proposed 
joint commission. "It is time to push 
ahead with the talent available." 


FLAHERTY REFERRED to a report 


made by his commission in July, 1970, 
which he said addressed itself to some of 
the problems that the village are now 
beginning to face. He said that the report 
urged that a building height be set for 
the downtown area. 


"Opinions vary," he said, "but we 


know it should be higher." 


Other concerns of the report, he said, 


were possible reductions in the setback 
requirements for the downtown area, at- 
tention to parking and the possible addi-

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Legal Panel Approves Plan For Depot At Race Track 


The legal committee of the Arlington 


Heights Village Board Monday night ap- 
proved, with only minor revisions, a pro- 
p o s e d three-party agreement which 
would create a railway passenger station 
at Arlington Park Race Track. 


The planned agreement, between the 


race track, Arlington Heights and the 
Chicago and North Western Rwy,, is 


aimed at establishing a second commu- 
ter station at the track to relieve some of 
the congestion that now surrounds the 
downtown station. 


It calls for Arlington Park to dedicate 


the land for the new depot and to provide 
parking; for the village to finance con- 
struction of the depot building; and for 
the railroad to bear the cost of the rail 
and platform work.

yet been determined but estimates are

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Day Care Center 
Zoning Variation 
Denied By Board 


In an unanimous decision Monday, the 


Arlington Heights Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals (ZBA) recommended the denial of 
a zoning variation for a day care center 
at the northwest corner of Arlington 
Heights Road and Hawthorne Street. 


The ZBA voted against the variation in 


the single family residential neighbor- 
hood. It said none of the reasons pre- 
sented by Social Dynamics, Inc. of Min- 
neapolis proved there was undue finan- 
cial hardship to the owner of the proper- 
ty, or that the variation would have no 
adverse effects on the neighborhood. 


Robert S. Benson, vice president of So- 


cial Dynamics, Inc., presented sketches 
of the property and had an architect and 
a traffic engineer describe reasons that 
the modern building would blend into the 
neighborhood.

He estimated that 14,000 cars use Arling- 
ton Heights Road each day, and 100 cars 
use Hawthorne St. each hour. 


According to Benson, the day care cen- 


ter would accommodate 120 children and 
12 teachers at a capacity level. The cen- 
ter would be open five days a week from 
6:30 a.m. to 6 p.m. 


The Near North Homeowners Associ- 


ation, 53 members strong, were at the 
meeting to voice strong opposition to the 
proposed center. Traffic congestion and 
noise were sited as the basis of their op- 
position. 


Many residents, including plan com- 


mission member James T. McGrath, 
took issue with the figure of .14,000 cars 
per day on Arlington Heights Road which 
was quoted by Heider. They said the fig- 
ure was significantly higher, and grow- 
ing daily since the road was the main 
artery leading to the new northern subdi- 
visions. 


"THIS CENTER WILL change the na- 


ture of the neighborhood and open the 
door to more zoning variations," Victor 
L. Bettingfield, 612 N. Dunton, said. 


The traffic generated by the center 


would be a hazard to the 17 children who 
live adjacent to the alley which would 
serve as a driveway, Joseph J. Hartley, 
104 E. Hawthorne, said. Mrs. Dorcas 
Thompson, 619 N. Arlington Heights Rd. 
said she felt it would be a danger to stu- 
dents walking home from nearby schools.

iri the yellow pages already, and this 
area of the village has outgrown its need 
for this type of facility," Mrs. Thompson 
said.

proposed for Mount Prospect, which will 
be discussed at a plan commission public 
hearing on Jan. 21.

Fire And Housing Chiefs On Staff 
OK Panel To Draw Up Housing Code 


The Arlington Heights legal committee 


Monday night approved the creation of 
an ad hoc committee to draw up a pro- 
posed housing code for the village. 


The committee would consist of the 


fire chief, building director and represen- 
tatives from the health department and 
village planning staff. 


It would look into both the drafting of a 


housing ordinance ,anl subsequent en- 
forcement problems. 


Village Planner Joe Kesler said the 


proposed ordinance could be based upon 
model housing codes drawn up by the 
American Public Housing Authority. He 
said these codes, while helpful, were not 
by themselves detailed enough to be ap- 
plied successfully in Arlington Heights. 


The legal committee also passed a res- 


olution encouraging Kesler to continue 
his work in the creation of a new planned 
development zoning district, R-P, for Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Kesler .said the new zoning classifica- 


tion is needed to reflect today's land eco- 
nomics and to accommodate new housing 
patterns such as the cluster devel- 
opment. 


The new R-P category, 
if adopted, 


would also allow builders to incorporate 
townhouses in their 
planned ' devel- 


opments. Townhouses are not allowed 
under present village zoning codes. 


KESLER SAID R-P zoning could pro- 


vide a median density between the high- 
est multi-family zoning now permitted, 
15.7 units per acre, and low single-family 
density which usually works out to about 
3.5 units per acre. 


Typically, density allowed by planned 


development zoning would be between 7.8 
and 11.7 units per acre, Kesler said. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said he 


liked the idea of a new zoning class be- 
cause it would add some variety to the 
village's building patterns. 


Kesler said the R-P zoning category 


should be tightly drawn so as to limit 
developers from taking unfair advantage 
of its inherent flexibility. 


He cited the success of ordinances in 


Northbrook and in some California cities 
which provide "density bonuses" to 
builders in exchange for certain aesthet- 


ic and design improvements in their de- 
velopments. 


Though small in themselves, the den- 


sity bonuses have proven a rather large 
incentive to developers to enhance the 
layout of both buildings and grounds, 
Kesler said.

Segers Snow Seekers, a suburban snow- 
mobile club, will point their machines 
northward on a long-distance cruise that 
will, hopefully, find them 300 miles north 
on the following Thursday, where they 
will enjoy and participate in the annual 
Eagle River Lions Club World Champion- 
ship Snowmobile Derby. 


The Derby, now in Its 8th renewal, has 


grown over the years to become the big 
casino of snowmobile racing, offering 
substantial cash and merchandise prizes 
to victors who enter from U.S., Canadian 
ami European addresses, 


With cash prizes totaling more than 


$20.000, a crack starting field is guaran- 
teed. 


Snowmobile and accessory manufac- 


turers, naturally, also go all-out to as- 
sure the success of the Derby. The Mas- 
sey-ferguson 
company, for example, 


manufacturers of the brand of machines 
ridden by the Segers Snow Seekers, will 
accompany the group on its northward 
trek In a pair of pickups loaded with 
spare parts and a Couple of spare ma- 
chines. Ski-Doo Arctic Cat and Yamaha 
likewise participate heavily in the racing' 
angle of the Derby, outfitting amateur as 
well as professional racing teams with 
equipment and technical assistance. 


Last year's winner, Mike Trapp of 


Woodruff, Wis., was riding a Yamaha 
prepared snowmobile, the likes of which 
you aren't going to find at your corner 
.outdoor shop. Ski-Doo. Arctic Cat, Po- 
laris and dozens of other, manufacturers 
also join in the icy equivalent to the In- 
dianapolis 500, as do Valvoline, Castro 
and Quaker State lubrication specialists:

(And as a result often get their names 
mentioned in newspaper and magazine 
stories about the event.) And, just to get 
all the free-plugs out of the way, ABC 
will again film the final Sunday after- 
noon championship race for eventual 
showing on TV's Wide World of Sports, 


Events begin, though, on Thursday 


morning, tin- IIHIi of Jaminry, with (i-lnp 
qmilificntlnn runs on the one-third mile 
oval track. In two days of qualifying, en- 
trants will be placed. Indy-style, (or the 
elimination runs to be held Saturday af- 
ternoon. Qualifying trials will also be 
held on tlic Derby's new 7 Mi mile Speed- 
Obstacle course, an ovcr-lhe-ficlds - and - 
throiigh-thc-woods endurance grind to 
shake down the field for the Sunday 
morning finals In thai event. 


Other events that will highlight the five 


days of qualifying and competition in- 


clude women's events, similar to all the 
men's events, junior events on the Oval 
track, parades, a hockey game between 
the Eagle River Rangers and the Calu- 
met, Mich. Cougars, a Snowmobile Ball, 
Celebrity Parade, and, naturally, and 
necessarily, a press party. 


Things begin to get serious and tense, 


however, when Saturday afternoon the 
top 48 qualifiers in earlier men's events 
on the 1/3 mile Oval track meet in an 
8-lap race to shake the field down to nine 
entrants. These final nine will meet last 
year's winner, Mike Trapp, who gets a 
free pass into the final 10 lap event. 


The Oval is a beautifully groomed 


track, reputed by some to be the world's 
finest, with 40 degree banked curves sev- 
enty feet wide.

"In the. straightaways," Dobbe said, 


"the machines will hit 80 mpli, but be- 
cause today's snowmobiles arc so quick 
and so mnneuvcrable, they can dive into 
those corners and hold on sharp curves. 
So they don't lose a lot of speed.' In 
fact," lie .said, "they'll average better 
than 70 miles an hour for the full length 
of the final championship race." 


The modified machines that qualify for 


the finals can have engines ranging in 
size up to BOOcc and will turn better than 
100 horsepower! 


But that does not eliminate stock and 


"hometown" machines from'participat- 
ing, since all events are run by classes. 
Thus a skilled neighborhood snowmobile 
driver could very well win himself some 
of the prize money on an ordinary well- 
tuned "storejbought" snowmobile. 


That is, in fact, how Trapp got himself 


into position to win' last year's event. 
Hailing from nearby Woodruff, Trapp 
originally entered the Eagle River races 
as a local participant, riding his own 
bought-and-paid-for snowmobile. 
Yam- 


aha factory representatives, attending the 
races two years ago in search of talented 
drivers, spotted Trapp and offered him a 
contract. Now he's the world champ with 
an entire factory team at his beck and 
call. 


If that sounds like a minor league 


Mario Andretti story, it is. In fact, broth- 
ers Bobby and Al Unser and world land 
speed record holder Craig Br'eedlove, 
likewise race on factory snowmobile 
teams, as does Green Bay Packer defen- 
sive back Doug Hart. 


But in order for someone to make you 


famous, someone has to see you race. So, 
for entry blanks, write Bud Rismon, 
World Championship Snowmobile Derby, 
Eagle River, Wis., 54521. Entries will be 
accepted, we are told, as late as Monday 
the 17th. Along with entry blanks, you 
will receive information, schedules and 
housing information, which is perhaps 
what you really wanted anyway.
